Tun “ presentments” for the city of Dublin were 
passed yesterday by the Corporation in a brief space 
of time, and without remark, except in one solitary 
instance. The sum to be levied off the city for hos- 
pitals, compensation fees, and prisons amounts to 
£30,416 15s 9d, and the charges for collection are. 
£779 8s 7a additional. The cost of the Richmond 
Lunatic Asylum is £8,933 1s 11d. This is a charge 
from which the city should in justice be relieved. 
A lunatic may be carted from the most distant part 
of Ireland and let loose in our streets. If he com- 
mit an assault, or if he be simply a vagrant, he is 
immediately taken by the police, and eventually 
settled for life in the Richmond Asylum. The 
citizens of Dublin are called upon to support lunatics 
from Cork, Belfast, Waterford, and other cities, 
besides many of whom nothing whatever is known. 
The charge for the asylum should be defrayed, in 
part, at least, out of the Consolidated Fund. That 
Dublin should be compelled to pay for the main- 
tenance of all lunatics who may be let loose in her 
streets, no matter from what quarter they come, is 
manifestly unjust. 

There is another item in the presentments which 
calls for some explanation. The expenses for coroners 
and medical witnesses on inquests amount to £475 
3s IId. Of this sum the salaries of the coroners 
amount to £260, while the incidental expenses reach 
£215 38 11d. No account is given in the schedule of 
the number of inquests held in the year. 

The expenses of the Richmond Male Prison are 
£6,285 11s, and that ot the female prison £5,063 3s 
2d. When the Corporation is at leisure to discuss 
practical improvements, perhaps a move may be made 
to place these prisons under the direct control of the 
Government, and to make them a part of a general 
system of prison discipline.

Tae Wips-awakes.—Wuropeaas frequently com- 
plain that they cannot comprehend the character and 
drift of the suddenly-created and often oddily-named 
organisations to which the political contests of the 
United States gave birth. The present season has been 
distinguished by the development of one such organi- 
sation, named the Wide-awakes. Be it ours to explain 
the circumstances of their origin, and the aims they 
have in view. At the hotly-contested State election 
in the spring of this year, some young men of repub- 
lican politics in the city of Hartford, Connecticut, formed 
themselves into a club to watch the polls and chal- 
lenge voters. They gave themselves the name of 
“ Wide-awakes,” and adopted an oil-skin long cape and 
cap as their distinguishing uniform. Ia a few short 
months that have elapsed since then, Wide-awake clubs 
have sprung up all over the northern states and ter- 
ritories, including distant Minnesota, Kansas, and Ne- 
braska, and Lave even penetrated into the northern tier 
of southern states. The New York Herald estimates 
that there are now 400,000 drilled and uniformed Wide- 
awakes, and the numbers are still on the increase. Their 
main object for the present is to effect the election of 
Mesers. Lincola and Hamlin, the republican nomine cs, 
and they claim to admit none but voters to member- 
ship. How far this condition is actually insisted on we 
cannot say, but the great majority are uodoubte lly 
voters. They have recently paraded in a torchlight 
procession to the number of 13,600 in New York city, 
and of 10,000 in Chicago, for the purpose of welcoming 
Senator Seward to that city. The sudden demand for 
their peculiar uniform has given a great impetus to the 
glazed cloth trade. The enamelled cloth of which the 
capes and caps are fashioned is for the most part manu- 
fuctured in New Jersey and New England, and the mills 
have been unable to supply the sudden demand for it. 
Hundreds of women and many a man have been engaged 
for weeks past in making caps and capes for W ide-awakes 
in various parts of the country, and they are still stitch - 
ing away for dear life. There is no secresy about the 
Wide-awakes, such as formed su fundamental a part of 
the constitution of the Know-nothing orders; and 
voters of all origins are admissible, the Germans indeed 
figuring numerously therein, and in Massachusettes, 
where coloured men are voters, Wide-awake companies 
of African blood are formed, and take part in the public 
parades.— London American. 
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THE WAR IN NEW ZEALAND. 


Although the New Zealand war is still confined to the 


ince of Taranaki, its consequences are every day 
— to tell more and more injuriously against the 
agricultural, commercial, and maritime industry of every 
rt and settlement of the colony. As for unfortunate 
aranaki—long celebrated as the garden of New Zealand 
—it is, for the time being, a desert; its colonists have 
been reduced to the stera necessity of converting their 
pruning hooks into sabres, their ploughshares into rifles 
and revolvers ; their fertile fields have been turned into 
worse than primal waste—their possessors have sacri- 
ficed their all—the homes which patient industry had 
hewn from out the wilderness—the gatherings of long and 
arduous lives of toll have been scattered to the winds— 
and the energetic settler has been transformed 
into the unconsidered colonial soldier! Well might 
Sir George Grey avoid conflict with the tribes of Tara 
naki! Well might he pause before dragging New Zea- 
land into war for the bare possibility of enlarging the 
bounds of ite smallest province. Old settlers ponder 
these things. They look to the affront offered to Sir 
George by the same William King who seized his bridle 
rein and brandished a tomahawk over his head, and they 
are now fully able to appreciate the forbearance of his 
Excellency upon such an aggravating occasion. It is 
quite true that times have changed—the European 
population bas mightily increased since that date—that 
our ships of war are more numerous and much more 
effective, steamers and steam transports having taken the 
place of petty brigs and donkey-sailing frigates, whilst 
our military are furnished with the finest arms ever 
placed in a soldier’s hand, It was little wonder, there- 
fore, that when the Queen’s representative was defied, 
and war became the consequence that the colonists to 
a man should have rallied round their ruler. There 
was an energy, à promptitude, adash, an apparent 
vigour in the conduct of the first demonstration in 
February last which gave a promise of decision in the 
matter, which unhappily, so far from being realised, has 
sunk into feebleness and infirmity of purpose— which 
has changed an aggressive movement into one of a 
defensive nature ; for which New Plymouth in 
progress of entrenchment and the insurgents per- 
mitted to strengthen old paths and construct 
new, to what other conclusion can we come than that 
the province is reduced to a state of siege? We do not 
se to inquire whether this might or might not have 
— avoided. We do not venture to endorse the state- 
ments of almost upiversal belief that opportunity after 
opportunity of smiting the foe had been suffered to slip 
away. We cannot, however, close our eyes to the great 
tacts—that at Waitara the enemy was cooped up in his 
pah and suffered to escape; that at Waircka Captain 
Oroft’s assault and overthrow of the rebels was neither 
supported nor followed up; and that in the sanguinary 
conflict at Paketakauere, the gallant Major N«lson, un- 
supported, single-handed (and seemingly, through 
unknown sources, betrayed), should have retired from 
an honourable, heroic, and unequal struggle, which a 
slight assistance would have cooverted into a com- 
plete and crowning victory. These are matters upon 
which every man deems himself competent to form 
a conclusive opinion—-which the public voice prononnces 
to be incapable of palliation or explanation, and which 
the testimony of actors and eyewitnesses of the horrid 
strife have prociaimed to be true. Is it wonderful, then, 
that here, as elsewhere, enthusiasm should be trodden 
out, and that doubt and despondency should have crept 
in? Or that the rebellious should be inspirited at the 
success they have achieved? One great tact is hourly 
enlarging ite destruciive proportions—and that is 
that, with a hing and inglorious war, com- 
merece is declining, agricultuture is paralysed: in 
ali its branches, and the shipping interests are 
thrown into * like perplexity. Here we are espe- 
cially an agricultural, commercial, and maritime 
community, Withdraw those props, and you take away 
the means by which we live, and through which the 
colonial exchequer is sustained. Our exports, pre- 
viously small enough, must this season be very mate- 


rially circumscribed. Ila „look at our diminishing 
coasting trade; consider the failing y of articles of
